However, a late Letter-Mriter, a y Clergyman too, (as I 
hear,) is pleas'd to think otherwiſe of theſe matters; one, as He tells 
us, that liver near the great Scene of publick Buſineſt; and has tbere- 
fore thought fir to Dictate to the whole Order, in telling them 
xoundly, That all ſuch Complaints about the Times, are owing to a 
kind N Vapours in the Nation. It is Sick, ſays He, of one knows 
not what ; and to be cur d one almoſt knows not how. I call upon jau in 
the moſt folemn Manner (ſays He) to fit down calmly, and to jpend a 
0 Minutes in examining Within yourſelves what is to 
done then? Why; they are to anſwer a very grave Queſtion, if 
they dare — Tr your Faith or your Diſcipline in any one fiugle In- 
fiance changed? If the Gentleman means, whether there be any 
Change, founded upon any A& of Parliament, or Reſolution of ei- 
ther Houſe ; or whether or no, we have a nem Religion ſubſtituted 
in the room of the old one, by any Canon of the Church; I ſhow'd 
think the Anſwer was very eaſy; and no need of having recourſe. to 
Records either of Parliament or Convocation about that Matter 
But I'Il ſay no more: For this Gentleman, if I guefs right, has well 
deſerv'd in other more uſeful Performances. I chuſe rather to re- 
commend Him to the Dean of Worceſter for better Information; who, 
in his late Diſpute with 3 Hoadh, ſeems to be in a fort of an Ago-

Government, and our own National Happineſs, are all ſo 
deeply concern d? How then comes it, that any other Subject ſugu' d 
have the Preference given it at St. Pauls the other Day? When 
Mr. Dean had: ſo Glorious an Opportunity, of. renewing theſe his juſt 
CoMeLAinTs; of inculcating theſe things; and calling in the Aſſil- 
tance of that Venerable Aſſembly, He was addreſſing Himſelf to: 
And let Him tell the World, if He can, why thoſe — Mtiwet, He 
mentions, for wiping off a Reproach ſo peculiar to our ſelves, ſhou d 
not have been as prevaleut upon the 12 h of October, as they were ſome 
Months before. Surely the Times are not mended, ſince the Dean laſt

reign, in taking upon them, to correct; and rebuke ſbarply the Iniquities 
of the Times. They have ſometimes ventur d to lift up bei: Hoibes 
lite a Trumpet, in defending the Divinity of our Bleſſed Saviour againſt 
Arians and Semi-Arians : They have been as loud in their Complaints, 
when they have ſeen the Myſteries of the Chriſtian Religion expos d by 
Deiſts, and Free- hinters: Nor cou d they forbear complaining when, 
under the Name of a Presbyter of the Chur h of England, they ſaw the 
Fay Scriptures ridicul'd in the moſt impious Manner; - Diffitultizy, and 
Diſconragementsthtown in the way of every young Divine; and a merry 
Ode in Horace, prefer'd to the reading of the Bible: And indeed their 
Complaints ran ſo high, "that after a Cnſure in the Lower Houle, they 
were ſoon heard in the Jeruſalem Chamber: And whenever Mri Dean 
comes to take his Place there, He will find the Genſure ready for his 
Peruſal. Theſe are rg le viorit momenti, as the Dean calls em: 
And J believe, He wow'd not have em again conſider d, dunec "major 
ſper affulferit Notæ | melioris Homines conventuros, p. 21, 22.

And I declare fer my own Part, there was a fincere Wiſh, and an eager 
Expectation, to have heard this Chriſtian Hero diſplaying Himſelf with 
the like wafpnoia in the Temple at St. Pauls, as He had ſome time 
before exerted Himſelf from Amen Corner, But this (it ſeems) was 
not to be done. And indeed it wou d have been a difficult Undertaking; 
when tis evident, amidſt all theſe Complaints He ſome time ago made 
of National Evil, in regard to Religion, He ſtill retains a ſtrong Affe 
ion for that very Liberty, from whence thoſe Evili $ pring.

But this Decree ſtands in tie Acts of 
that Council to no other Pugpoſe than as it is a "Teſtimony of the Senſe; 
that even that corrupt Body of Men had of the Neceſſity of theſe Aﬀem- 
blies; for the force of it vaniſh'd almoſt as ſoon as it was made: 
The Underſharers in Spiritual Dominion ſecretly agreeing to lay it aſleep, 
and his Holinefs (who alone can awake it) conniving at their Neglect,

Which Privileges, tho they are now 
dead and buried, yet we would be thankful for the Laws that ſhould 
revive them: And we wou'd hope, the Clergy might thrive as well, 
under a little more competent Power, and Pretences not altogether ſo 
moderate, as this declining Age has made them.
